Orchard street. This building Is within

his companions, was himself shot and 
fatally wounded by a detective. 

Oarcla was led Into a trap by a life¬ 
long friend, who turned stool pigeon 
for Sheriff Emery of Salt Lake City. 
Emery ha.l arranged with his accom¬ 
plice to lead Garcia into the hands 
of a waiting >p oaae led |>y (he sheriff 
bTiWself. This™ WBT" dob biTt WITS IT 
darcia saw Emery he drew two re¬ 
volvers and opened fire on the sheriff. 
His aim was erratic and he soon fell, 
his wrist being shattered by bullets 
from the detective’s revolver. 

After the shooting Garcia, admitted 
that It was not Joseph Sullivan who 
was recently convicted of the crime In 
Salt Lake City and was sentenced to

In November last the Grand Trunk 
Pacific installed a water system here, 
bringing the supply from a dam on 
Hay’B creek on the mountain side, a 
mile and a half distant, and 300 feet 
above the town.

a company Incorporated on June 30th. 
1906. and known as the “Prince Rupert 
Power & Light Company, Ltd.,” thus 
cutting off the water supply of the dty- 
to-be, unless they buy It from the above 
company at their own terms. A largely 
signed petition from the business men 
and residents of Prince Rupert has been 
forwarded to the government, protest¬ 
ing against the granting of such a mon¬

railroads are not In need of new equip¬ 
ment while so many cars and locomo¬ 
tives are idle, and will, moreover, prob¬ 
ably confine their purchases for struc¬ 
tural material to work that must be 
completed; postponing the unnecessary 
repairs and new work until prices re¬ 
cede and industrial conditions become 
more favorable. In the textile trade 
there is also much depression, but the 
outlook Is brighter. Production of both 
cotton goods and woollens Is being cur¬ 
tailed to the extent of 20 and 30 per 
cent. Prices have declined 20 per cent 
and over: wages and raw materials 
have fallen, so that the textile Industry 
has reached a point in the process of 
readjustment which places It In a posi¬ 
tion to respond to the first signs of 
business Improvements. 

Outside of the great iron and textile 
Industries there are a few hopeful signs 
to be found, Indicating that the worst 
of the crisis la either near or past Re¬ 
covery first began In the stock market 
three months ago, and should, ere long 
make Its appearance in the business 
world. Bank clearings, It Is encourag¬ 
ing to observe, show smaller and small¬ 
er losses. Last week their shrinkage 
was only 20 per cent compared with 
30 per cent and over for a number of 
previous weeks. New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia still show the keenest de¬ 
pression. while some of the Western 
States exhibit relatively small declines 
In clearings compared with last year. 
Railroad earnings, however still make 
very discouraging gross returns, prov¬ 
ing a largely diminished volume of 
traffic. Over 375,000 idle cars are re¬ 
ported which is much the largest total 
Many of the roads are man 


prosperity. Prices of all agricultural 
products are high and yield a good pro¬ 
fit to the grower. With chances, there¬ 
fore, that there will be a good demand 
during tl*e coming year for everything 
which our farmers can grow there la 
every prospect for a very profitable 
year for the agricultural classes. 

In considering business prospects one 
thing should be especially borne In 
mind. We have now had six months of 
very severe contraction. Production 
cannot be indefinitely curtailed at the 
rate of 20 per cent to 50 per cent. Such 
contraction Is out of all proportion to 
the actual decline in consumption. Be¬ 
fore long supplies must become great¬ 
ly reduced, if not exhausted, even Ir 
consumption were to continue on pre¬ 
sent reduced scale. Everything now 
points to at least a partial resumption 
of Industrial activity ere long as a re¬ 
sult of better conditions In the money 
market. Now that the process of re¬ 
adjustment has been carried on to a 
considerable extent, recovery will be¬ 
gin here and there as confidence re¬ 
vives. A rational restoration of confi¬ 
dence Is more to be desired than any¬ 
thing else, Unnecessary fears should 
be as carefully avoided as unfounded 
optimism. It should not be forgotten 
that the situation today Is radically 
different from what existed a year ago. 
Then our troubles were ahead of us, 
now they are largely behind us) and 
will soon become a matter of history. 
We have enjoyed our prosperity on a 
high basis of values; we must now seek 
Its renewal on a much lower basis. 
There la really ample reason for taking 
more hopeful views regarding the fu¬ 
ture. This does not mean that the coun¬ 
try Is on the edge of a sudden or mark-
